challenges from both Republican 
and Democratic lawmakers. 


The official, who remained pub- 


licly unnamed despite demands for 
disclosure of his identity so that 
he could be questioned by Con- 
gress, said he believes Indochina 
can be saved from the Commu- 
nists by other means without em- 
ploying U.S. combat units there. 


But he said that if French forces 


should withdraw, an event he calied 
unlikely, this country would have 
:o send in troops. He said this was

words of President Eisenhower — 
'we cannot afford any retreat in 
Asia." 


!His statement, made yesterday 


to newsmen who were cautioned 
not to make public his name, in- 
cluded a prediction the French gov- 
rnment is 'going to be putting on 
he pressure" to negotiate an In- 
dochina truce with the Commu- 
nists at the April 26 Geneva Con- 
ference.

Using Americans

WASHINGTON Wl — 
A top ad- 


ministration official's 
declaration 


that American troops might 
be 


used in a last-ditch effort to save 
Indochina today brought prompt 
challenges from both Republican 
and Democratic lawmakers.' 


The official, who remained pub- 


licly unnamed despite demands for 
disclosure of his identity so that 
he could be. questioned by Con- 
gress, said he believes Indochina 
can be saved from the Commu- 
nists by other means without em- 
sloying U.S. combat units there. 


But he said that if French forces 


should withdraw, an event he called 
unlikely, this country would have 
o send in troops. He said this was 
jecause — and he repeated 
the 


vbrds of President Eisenhower — 
we cannot afford any retreat in 
Asia." 


His statement, made 
yesterday 


to newsmen who were cautioned 
not to make public his name, in- 
cluded a prediction the French gov- 
ernment is 'going to be putting on 
the pressure" to negotiate an In- 
dochina truce with the Commu- 
nists at the April 28 Geneva Con- 
ference.

Agreement on 
Highway Route 
Is Reported 


LITTLE ROCK W—The Arkan- 


sas Highway Commission was told 
yesterday that .an agreement has 
been reached on a proposed route 
for Highway 5 in Pulaski 
and 


Faulkner counties. 


Tom Wilson president of 
the 


Con way Chamber of Commerce, 
and Pulaski County Judge Arch 
Campbell said several groups of 
residents, which had asked for a 
number of different locations .fo*- 
thu highway, had 
settled on a 


route past the Jacksonville bom'n- 
er base to Vilonia, where it would 
connect with Highway 64. 
'H ighway 5, which was never 


developed beyond Jacksvonville, has 
become important because of its 
nearness to the bomber base, now 
under construction. 


The agreed route follows the old 


right-of-way, 
acquired nearly .25 


years ago, to within two miles of 
the Faulkner County line and then 
turns to the northwest to a con- 
nection with the Faulkner County 
segment of the old Fortune Road 
and extends due north to Vilonia 


Campbell told the commission 


that if the state starts developing 
Highway 5 as outlined, he would 
pave the Pulaski County section of 
the Fortune Road, which several 
residents 
of both counties had 


wanted to become the Highway 5 
relocation, 


Campbell and Wilson said nec- 


essary right-of-way would be pro- 
vided-without charge to the state. 


Final determination of the reolo- 


cation rests with the commission. 
Campbell said 
he 
believed the 


commission would approve the pro- 
posed route.
